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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed on January 16, 2007 have been folly considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 3, 6 and 37 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 3, "first pivotable arm pivotable" is redundant. 

The subject matter of claim 6 is redundant because it is already recited in claim 1 . 
In claim 37, line 3 from the bottom, "sad" should read -said-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1 to 4, 6, 33, 35, 37 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

These claims recite distinct species in an alternative manner (for example, "one of the 
support and the first occlusion is movable towards the other of the support and the first 
occlusion"). By not limiting the claims to the elected species, the scope of the claims cannot be 
clearly ascertained. 

Claim 38 is dependent on a canceled claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claims 1, 2, 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Leilde 
(EP 0 786 596). Leilde discloses a peristaltic pump having occluding surfaces 30, an occlusion 
7, and a drive which rotates the occluding surfaces 30 and which is coupled to the occlusion 7 
via pinion 9, friction clutch 11, and links 14 and 1 5 to move the occlusion 7. The tube 50 is 
readable as a bias mechanism since its resilience acts on occlusion 7 to bias it toward a non- 
pumping position as shown in figure 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 41 to 58 are allowed. 

Claims 4 and 33 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 35, 37 and 39 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
